Will Cops Kill 


Can Be Halted? 


A black group, con- 
cerned that more killings of * 
blacks could résult from 
use of deadly force by 
Columbus police, is press- 
ing for quick adoption of a 
policy that spells out when 
police can use firearms. 

Dr. William Nelson Jr., 
president of the Ohio Black 
Political Assembly, told the 
committee trying to write a 
new policy on use of deadly 
force by police is taking too 
much time. 

“We're wondering how 
many people will have to be 
killed before we get a new 
‘policy on the. book,” Nel- 
son said. “Alt we're talking 
about is putting words on 
paper. You can do that in a 
week," he said.

Lomax said key partici- 
pants in the Community 
Defense Fund to Promote 
the Development of Human 
Life are of the opinion that 
a community-wide ap- 
proach is needed to 
address charges of police 
misconduct. 

He said raising funds is 
the beginning of what will 
be continuous strategies to 
address questionable 
actions by police. 

“We complained about 
police use of deadly force 
for years in this commun- 
ity, and when we have peo- 
ple who want to confront 
the police establishment, 
you have to talk about 
money. 

“We feel it's an institu- 
tionalgprobiem and it's 
going to take an institu- 
tional approach to solve it,” 
Lomax said.

Open Admission Favored 


A suggestion recently surfaced 
during a hearing before an Ohio 
House committee, ought to be killed 
invits infancy: - ; 

If allowed to survive and become 
strong, the State’s Open Admission 
Policy, a practice followed for many 
years by all State supported unijver- 
sities and colleges, will ultimately be 
scrapped. 

Under the Open Admission Pol- 
icy, students graduating from. an 
accredited Ohio high school, may 
be admitted to any state-funded 
institution of higher learning with- 
out going through the process of 
taking a selective competency test. 

The idea was born at a hearing on 
a bill designed to tighten the states’ 
purse strings during this critial infla- 
tionary period. It was suggested that 
the universities and colleges could 
save the state millions of dollars by 
eliminating the remedial education 


— 


programs. : 
Although race and nationalities, 
nor financial status were mentioned 


during the discussion, the proposal - 


was obviously aimed at saving the 
state money at the expenses of poor 
youths in géfiérat and the black 
youths in particular. 


Obviously aware of this fact, Dr. 
Frank W. Hale Jr., Vice Provost for 
Minority Affairs at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, spearheaded a movement 
that resulted in the bringing 
together black faculty members of 
State universities and colleges in the 
interest of maintaining the Open 
Admission Policy. 

Hale emphasized that “this is nota 
race issue, students of all races

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those tests actually predict behavior in the real 
world. * 

So college entrance exams are believed to 
predict how students will do in school, and job 
tests supposedly measure how well peopie 
will perform on the job. E 

Actually, all those tests measure is how well 
people take tests. 

Framing and producing tests is a time- 
consuming, expensive business, and so is 
scoring them. But if a test is of the short- 
answer variety, it can “be scored by a 
computer. 

So most tests just measure how well people 
take multiple-chojce tests. People in control 
of school admissions or hiring often seek 
security in the misleading accuracy of numer- 
ical results. And large portions of the public 
confuse test scores with “merit.” 

Tests are also a good indicator of class

True we have more education, more 
opportunities to participate in govern - 
ment at all levels, and, in the past 15- 
years, to occupy good positions in the 
business world, We are exposed to more 
culture and opportunities than any other 
Black people in the world: Yet, we have 
been just as laggard in taking advantage 
of these opportunities as all the rest of our 
brethren.

Some medical schools have found, for 
example, that black students who do poorly 
on written exams do superior clinical work. 
Minority law students who score lower on law 
aptitude tests are often superior in Classroom 
work and in the practice of law. 

The fact is that tests serve one purpose — to
